Who would not affirme 
that theſe things were thzowne in by the craft and ſub⸗ 
tlety of the Diveil - Who could ſap that S92cery was 
not here e Tbe laſt ſummer like wile there came unto me 
acertaine Poland Souldfer, declaring how hee had beene 
foz many peares detained a Capttve by the Muſcovites, 
and when to him and fo other Capfives too there was 
granted a regreſſe, and dfmiſſionby the meanes of a moſt

Etius repozts of one 
that wasfallen into ſach an errotr that he concetved him- 
ſelfe ſhattered in the head, andſo be watled it abzoad, un · 
till that an Iron Helmet of great weight being put upon 
his head, he was removed from this phantaſte. Trallianus 
wzites that hee ſaw a woman that ſtrongly affirmed ſhee 
was eaten up of a Serpent, but by vomftory medicines, 
and a Serpent ſecretly put up by a Bꝛaſſe Tunnell, ſhee 
was reſtozed to health. There have beene thoſe that have 
deemed themſelves to be birds, ſo that they never fffrred » 
themſelves, but with armes moved like Wings, did 
thinke they flew, Mozeover, many imagine that they 
fofter many things in their body that are exceediug frou⸗ 
blefome Mee in Platerus tmagined that foʒ many peares in ob*ry. 
he nouriſhed in his body a live Frog, Others dzeame that pag. 40. 
they have within themſelves Serpents, and the like. 

The like examples as they are oftentimes obſerved in 
pꝛactice: ſolooke among ſowe of them, Q/ercetan. in 
Dieter.

tricle, be poſſibly canſumed, ſince neither of Megetables 
nozAnimalils there are manꝝ grofler and harder parta, that 
aboydint the preparation of the mouth, can in and by the 
Komacke be eaſily digeſted. Hence it is that there baue 
beene obſerved little bones Tendones Ligaments 
and other crude things. by compolt caſt out againe, the 
ſame not altered.

Þowbeit although Gold which is reckoned foz a medi⸗ 
camentas well as other Pineralls, cannot by the treaſury 
ol our ſtomacke be exactly wzought, diſſolved, and con» 
verted into Chyle: pet it ſafficeth that ff may by its ſo⸗ 
lar influence, and its radiation of a ſecret vertue into the 
very beart by a kind of ſympatheticall power, bee as the 
Sunne unto the Microcoſme, and confer its facultp fo this 
intrall. Vea who could ever deny that there may from 
Leafe Gold a certaine ſpirit like ſome evapozatton bee 
communicated to our ſpirits analogicall to the ſame, ſince 
we cannot deny but that in other Pineralls too there is 
ſuch a like ſpirituall ełlluxion that inſinuates it ſelte into 
our bodies That the Turquoiſe fone externally applyed

T is a golden Rule of our Divine Hippoerates where 

beſafth : A veterum doctrina refiderc, & nova przter 
rationem comminiſei , eum per ſe temerarium eſt, tum in 
faciendo periculoſum. Ta recede from the Doctrine of the 
Ancients, and ta invent new wayes againſt reaſon is in it 
ſeiſe as temerarious as fn doing it is dangerous. Fo2 albeit 
there are many things left foz this latter age to find out 
and ampliſle, pet it the ancient things be altered and new 
induced agataſt reaſon nat ſo much fo2 verities ſaks and 
ntilftp,as fo novelty and pooze ſelfe-glozy, it will ſcarce 
be able to deer de excuſe. The old Phyſitfans who chiefly 
placed their endeavours upon Chirurgery, didfurnith the 
ſame with exceeding great ffudy, and inter mitted no- 
thing that might make fo; the perfection thereot, not with- 
ffanding to goe backe from their Decrees is an offence 
that many neoferickes can not ſatisfle, All other wales 
being left. our Patients caſe pꝛopounds two at leaſt ; one 
concernes the uſe of Tents, the other Deligation inffitu- 
ted twice a dap; both thep fudge unneceſlarp, pea (nperva- 
taneous and to bee ſuperſened foz an mmp3ofitable labour. 
Foz Caſar Magatus and with him Septalius, whom foo doe 
follow many Cbirurgtons with very fit ſacteſſe , ſ uppoſe, 
that there is no need of Tents in wounds, noz ofdeligation 
tobe uſedtwice a dap, foz thinke thep Tents moleſt na · 
ture by diſtention, compꝛesſion of the part affected, and 
ercitation of dolozs. Secondly that thep a valle nothing, 
fincs the vertue of the Pedicaments without Tents can 
dugly bes carried downe to the part offended. But how. 
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ever it bee fo bee allowed chat there is no need of Tentg 
in wounds ſaperfictall, ſtraite and generating, but little 
Pus, as fndeod hecennto conſolidation to bee matura- 
ted as much as map bee, noz purpolely retarded, not lefſe 
ignozantiy then impiouſip perſwaded Fioravanta, and as

by Galen: pet other caſes there are that ncceflarily re-

up: foz that becauſe with a moze frequent deligation 
the wound with the open afre fs altered, the tempera⸗ 
ment of the part deſtroyed, and that hence is generated 
a greater plenty of excrements, conglutination hinde ;

ly follow after. But cn the confrary if deligatton bee 
moꝛe (eidome and flowly uſed, that the Temperament of 
the part offendedrematneth in its due ſtate, that but little 
matter of excrements is begotten, that the naturall 
heate is cenſerved in ifs 8wne vigoz, that all ſymp- 
tomes are pzecautioned, and that the cure of the wound 
map ſeoner and moze ſucceſfully bee. finiſhed, foz the 
nature of the part helped with erternall Balſame of 
its verp owne accozd haſfoth unfo conſolidat ion and 
averts the ſymptomes to bee feared. Nofwithftanding

Foz there's no reaſon that wee 
ſhould feare an intemperate aire, but eſpectally the cold 
and moift, an enemy to wounds, ſince that map either 
bee avopded oz even with Art ſo cozreaed , that no das 
mage can bee thence erpeced , if by the helpe either 
of fire oz ſome thing elſe the afre diſpoſed unto a 
fit temperateneſſe, which being done, the naturall heat

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of the parts affected ; whereon J willingly confefſe 
furnes the hinge of all the Cure, is conſerved in its 
due ſtate, no alteration of the Temperament of the 
part followes after, noz will there bee a moze plen- 
fifull heaping of ercrements , then accozding to the na- 
ture of the wound. But theſe are two-fold, as wit- 
nefſeth Galen, thin and thicke, and they not alwaies 
ſo diſpoſed that by vapour they might bee diſgeſted 
and vaniſh into atre; indeed theſe may bee in wounds 
and cannot bee removed and abſterged but by the hand 
of the Pbyſitian.' What J pzay will bee moze necef- 
ſary than continuallp to eaſe nature of that barthen , fince 
theſe excrements and ſuperfluſties remaining, various 
and grievous ſymptomes map ariſe. But foz other 
cauſes alſo a daily deligation in deepe wounds -eſpect- 
allp will bee neceſarp. That, 

Firſt indeed the Chirurgion well looke unto the 
fate of the part, and of the wound it ſelfe , and that 
hee know the ſame, ſince Wounds eſpeciallp at una- 
wares get that diſpoſition, that either their fleſh may 
luxuriate, oz wozmes therein be generated, 02 tgat ſome- 
thing elle come on it. 

Secondly alſo, that hee fit tbe Remedies to the 
tate and condition of the part and wound, foz their 
tonſtitut ion greatly requires that ſome Pedicaments be 
dap, ſome moiſt, foz neither during the whole time of 
the Curatfon will one Remedy be able to ſuffice. 

Thirdly, that by daily deligation cleannes alſo may 
bee pꝛocured, Whfeh Hippocrates advertiſeth to bee 
beeded, that the fouleneſſe of the bandages and clouts mo- 
left not the Patient. 

Fourthlp., becauſe pus beeiag daily ſo evacuated, . 
even nature alone haſteth to its Conſolidation : foz as 
ſometimes ſhes alone doth accompliſh this, ſo is ſhe not 
ablelike wiſe fo evacuate that. 

Lo conclude, experience confirmes that by deligatfon 
often uſed. ifneed were, the thꝛead ofthe Curation is moze 
caſily and ſuccesfullp woven out. And which the Þiſto3p of | 

. our. 
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eur Rufticke Swallow-knifc can atteſt: foʒ neither onely 
was the uſe of Tents ſo exceedingly pzofitable as it was 
needfull ; bat alſo deligatfon repeated twice a day was 
with erceeding great p2ofit ſo ozdered, and with happy 
ſucceſſe, and the Conſolidation of the wound diſpatcht as 
one wouls wiſh.

Secondly, a curſe from the 
ſuhlett ot his Art ( which is man) of whoſe extremities 
ano ſufferings ſuch erronious Tradiftons muſt be guilty, 
it any cou bee fo infected with them as to due hurt by 
e Pꝛaditioners, and 
poploning kheir Studies with fuchfalfe Tenets, even in 
thefc toundatton of gretoth arid infaſtey in ſuch impiop⸗ 
ments, on the ſucez te dt whoſe beginaings, is partly built 
thoſe perkett ions thet ege and naturall giſts are capa- 
ble of, toz in them they are encouraged⸗ being enflamed 
with deſire, to confirme that in their knowledge, in which 
pet they are but imp rec, and onely have a ſnatch af: foz 
baving not ſeald with boldnes their Ack tons, ( thzough a 
faint aſſurance of what thep know ) ſuch puzzles muſt 
needs affright them, with unnece ſlarp donbts, in all their 
t xecutions: untill experience, bzed up bp tedious and ſe⸗ 
vere obſervattons living in the age of many yeares, and 
gray haires ſhould returne the infamp into mp Save,

Zheſe times have confirmed ſome, and confuted many 
other able U ziters in their Opinions concerning thts 
matter. 

Me are not to conclude that Authenticke, although fo; 
wany Ages actepted ſo, which experience the Mother ol 
all confirmation denies. 

The common allowance of the venime of Gun · po oder 
met with no obſtacle from the Learned (and foz much 
tinte) untill wozthy Paſter Gale refuted that errour, al- 


though 
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though the compoſſtion in ft felfe carrfeth no ſuch evill : 
which muſt be well knowne fo the famoug Phyſitians of 
thoſe dapes, but in the firft inuent ion sf Junus, and thoſe 
violent materialis appertaining, the dffaſfers (without 
a knowne remedy) happening, and the Chyrurgfons of 
thoſe times not conſidering that infach ſolut tons there is a 
large ſeparation of united parts, with a miſerable rending 
of the muſtles and nerves, thꝛough the furfous bzeaking 
up of the confines of nature, with hoꝛrible contuſfons, 
thꝛough which evills fhzonging together fnfollerable do⸗ 
lours are bzed, with fnflamatfong, benummings of ſinowp 
parts, Fiſfula,nay the violation of all quiet in every mem- 
ber ofthe body is kindled, as fever, ſincope, convulſions gc. 
unto which ſymptomes in woundes of the fleſhy parts the 
ant ients were not accuſtomed, but food amazed at their 
rage and deplozable endings; which in other diviſions by 
war pe ſpeares ec. thep were not diſturb'd with onely mee ; 
ting with calme diſtempers in reſpectof theſe, being not ac- 
companted with ſach cauſe of atcidents, (if they were not 
in the noble parts and moꝛtall) as alſo ſince to their eye the 
perfozattions of Har qmbuz- ot, and Lance-puncures , 
appeared of equall ſhape and danger out wardly. 

By theſe examinations and events, they concluded there 
mult be a venimous quality in the Gun; poder, by which 
it wꝛough t ſuch miſchieles in thbſe parts Where their 
furp hapned. 

This opinion the Learned of thoſe ages authozized,-en- 
countring no deniall foz many peares, ſuch was the blind 
reverence thoſe times held towards theauthozities of their 
G2zave Wizitcrs : A nice vertue (in my fudgement ) onely 
able to bzidlean apt Genius, and to {mother in the duſt of 
ignozance and oblfbfan what ripe ſpirits may either adde 
ts illuſtrate, beget to amplifie, oz ref make pure the

Now map not the Judgement of the Anctents concer-

Have not many griefes contrary to expecatien ( eben ot 
the moſt learned) arrived unto happy ſucceſſe in bealth- 
full concluſions » which then pasſing the teft of a ſerious 
eramfnation, the errours have bet ne found to ariſe from 
the meere cenfure and allowance of ſome learned Phyſitt- 
ons, without any mention, Piſtozp, oz memozp of their 
experience, to affirme ſuch deliveries foz truth, on 
whoſe pzecepts, and by whoſe example, poſterity hath alſo 
rear'd tofuture times thefr wozkes, but further and moze 
chiefly to let paſſe this kind of ſearch : when J conſider the 
infinite merctes of God in ſuch and the like miracalous 
Recoveries, and how apt and willing nature is, to pe: 
ſerve the pzerogatives of health inviolate from the hurt and 
invaſion of Diſeaſes, and he ing wounded with any griete, 
how pzodident the is to keep her ſelfe from greater evills, 
and labozious to free her fabʒicke from the pꝛeſent affiiah 
on, J cannot then ſo much wonder at, as not to beleeve 
ſuch great wozkes of nature made able by divine P3zovi: 
dence, and asſiſted by Art, as this foze-going Treatice ma 


keth mention of, and experience

deſiccation, by cooling ozavding hoate, by relaring 03r6- 
ſertaton. oꝛ in all thefe x temperance intended as the caute 
all inſtrud. muſt not taddenlp be alter d, 6; without an al- 
ſur d xeaſon. and great care, os fince one thing is to bee 
oFeced nature delinzteth in one ſoꝛt of remedy (though 
altogethertt-be not fin dpet. and untriment ) in whoſe 
ſociety it ri joyceth, and is mutually asfifffng, partly fn 
the long uſe. ſince thereby it hath infinuated wfthout di- 
ſcurhance into nature, this affedton being alſo asũſled 
by a ſenſible relicfe, and thereby made moze acceptable; 
dikewiſe byreafan the teliſi 02 pallate is by D(ſrafe de⸗ 
pꝛaped, and ſo wade apt to take what bath a different tatt, 
which mut be maintatned,leaft by change it refuſe all, and 
gro u weary ofthe choyteſt, now though theſe oꝛders ſeeme 
ta maintaine our Authozs argument, in the dzinking of 
balſamfcke Optea, then no wap asffũ in that caſe: fince 
the body being without a naturall Difeafe requireth not 
any ſuch obfervaſions, the bill the ruſticke was afflictey 
with wag accidentall, and pet pꝛoturing no mutation in 
the body; and in am ſuch diſaſters by the infiftion of a 
wound; if the Phyfitian ſhould then by ba. ſamick Oples 
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ſceke foendow the body withany ſuch hualibies; fnce the 
'Curative wozke muſt ſmdvenly enſae, and: bzrake- up; the 
Na of pzeſerbative inſtitutions; ee uunid conmvamne 
bimſeife in the ſuccelſe of a-notable err, the wound 
dzinkes now inpzactiſe (by cheerceilent Chtrurgtons of 
theſe dayes ) ertepted, which being nutrimentally em- 
lop'd, are of wonderfull effec : faz which purpoſe all 
4 tons that uſe the Sea, ente eartfally in'a cleare 
dzy dirk, and the ſhade pꝛepare them foz keeping and 
their uſe: Pr. Poco? R ade in his Ledures on woundg 
bath ſet downe the moft efficient. 
To end this. in all pꝛeſervative adminiſtrations. (tt 
a dangerous necesſity urge not the contrary ) the Php.

lat, and ſo fit his pꝛeſcriptions, that thep may be agreeable 
to the one, and acceptable to thevther.' 
Jm the Curative remetien, the tmate mtl either 
deny 03 appꝛove their continnante, any br oy fn 
{nwardgrteles; pet in ſach change we mult not de rach, 
bat obſerving irnature be not diacd's with what is gien, 
oʒ weakened without pzoftt to waite and hdpe à ſutteſfe, 
foz when nature ſhail accept a remedy if{t bes abininiffred 
by Cound Judgement, it will alſo extract-a dertue and effi- 
cient power out of ii, and poſitivelp eniploy it: We my 
allo note whether the remedy be pꝛoſictent 03 no, foz it is 
not enough that it doth no hart, but it is of netesſtty ( it 
we intend a Cure) that it be pzoftfable'; foz by ſuch de⸗ 
lapes the firength of nature map waſt and ſuddenip va⸗ 
niſh. Beſtoes as many miraculonfy, contrary to expena- 
tion oꝛ Judgement, have bin healed by the contfouance of 
a medicine , ſo many thereby have ſiddenſyperithed ; foz 
the Phyſitton by no humane reaſon, is able to know the 
ſecret wozkes of nature, ſince wfkhout any bifible oz Judt⸗ 
c tall appearance it often burfſtefh out into violent e xecrati⸗ 
ons, and either bꝛeaketh the unitings ol tabbo ne and mas 
lignant Diſeaſes, oz erptreth. Now, when ſuch good ef- 
fects ars; the Phyſitian muff not tden omit the change 
of Pedicaments to helpe any commondable Ac of £2a- 
| 2 fures, 
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tyres (  madeabte anv-endow'd ) in ſome other work, 
if necesſity command. — 

Fo; topicall applications the eye is the moſt ready

Firſt thecefoze concerning the faculties; it is fo bee 
queftton'd whether the power attractive and reſpealde ate 
wꝛought in the tone by ane ſpirit oʒ no: ſince as it re« 
ſpecs the Poles, it bath a will to paCe unto them, but in 
the bigour ot attraaion to pull unte it ſelfe what it delights 
in: which are diſtind vertues. and map argue a dsuble 
ſpicit; but if we regard bow inſepara iy theſe are united 
together, ft is to be lmagtned ( with ſome holdneſſe) that 
theſe two fanctions are done by one onelp ſpirit : Poze- 
over, if wee conſider how exact it is in all its affectfons , 
without change oz contradiction; in both whole effictent 
powers, there is but one onety oꝛder of diſpoſing, and that 
Immutable, pet each vertue with a tertatne dependancy-

Furt her it muſt. neceſſacily be paſſeſt of a pswer in it 
ſelfe, becauſe all bodies enricht with the influence of any 
conſtellation muſt have a fit and congruable ſubſtarice, 10 
entertaſne, nouriſh, and hold ſuch qualities: alſo the bir⸗ 
tuall effects of ſome _ , moze then other, 2 
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it, as they ſhall bes of ſubſtance, able fo entertaine 
ſuch a quantity of ſpirits. _ ; 
Next it is of a flmilar growth, by ffs ſingnlarfty of 
Sympathyonelp with Jron, not having affinity with any 
other Pmerall, noz mixt with any other affeaton, which 
witneCeth a power in it ſeife able to gtve unto it, and this 
not done by an abſolate neceslity, as compel(l'd bya natu- 
rall fnclinatton, but volumtary as ft giveth oz regaffeth, 
although there may be ſome ſuch necesſity ſuſpected in its 
attraction foz nutritions ſake. - 

Lhirdlp concerning its agreement of the vertues in its 
ſubſtance, ff we examine hath din diſputed in the two 
fozmer parts, we map well concluve that the ſoirit of re- 
ſpec, is chiefly derived from the influence of the Poles, 
pet indabtting the ſubſtance of the lone, though not equal- 
lp, and wiraculoufly mixt with the power attractve in the 
ſame body, with which it paſſeth fnto the Iron; the ſptrik 
reſpective quickning the dertue attraatbe, and the vertue 
attractive led and nourfſht by an admfrable vertue in the 
Jron, which ts made evident in the delight it en joyeth in 
its pꝛoximitp: the po wei of the Magnetes, in both quali. 
ties vivifieo and made moze adtve, efpectallp the at- 
tracive, by the Jron as it is ſoode, out of which as the Mag · 
netesertraceth nutriment, fo it infuſeth tts pꝛoper excel- 
lence, and by which it beſtowes both the aquall and poten- 
ttall efficacy of it ſelfe, moze po wertully to other poztions 
of ths Jrons nature: which is made plaine in touching the 
Mariners Compaſſe Needle, foz the Poles of the ſfone 
muſt be engirt with Aron, which Jrongtvetbthe vertues, 
fo2 as the ſtone cxacs a tribute at food, by inviſible woz: 
kings; fo doth it tnviſibly infuſe the ſame meaſure of ſpi- 
kits iuto the Iron it extrageth, to ſhim bacutty: the ſpirits 
of the Jron being this food, by a naturall pꝛopinquity and 
the ſubſtance ; the ready and ſubtill diſti ibutor of tte ver- 
tues with a wonderfull equality and pureneſſe : as i in 
it of thoſe ſptrits, there were a ſecond and neceffary 
change fo2 ſuch nſes. 

Now it what hath beene ſafd boldeth any ſcope wozthp 

beleefe, 
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belecfe, than wee mut conclude the ſpirit attractive is 
w3ought bp necegſitp, requiring. nntriment , and quick 
ned by. the ſpirit reſpective in the. attraction ; and finco 
et quatfiies ace tnfaſed by que ons ſpirit, dwelling in 
{fone, and done by Will, not compulſion (although 
the r: ſpective ſpirit is pzincipallyderived from the Inſtu- 
ence of the Polks, yet pleaſed to inhahite the howells of the 
one, and there maintayned in its fulneſſe and vigour. Jt 
muff neceſſarily falla w. that if the reſpective ſpirit bee loft 
intfterafton, as it muſt needs bee; the vertue attradive 
muſt conſequently periſh, ſince the reſpective power ig

womutlk agree that theſe vertues are not ſo eſſentially in 
the ſubſtance of the ſtone, ſince in two peculiar popnts 
of ft, the ſpirits of reſpe pleaſe to appeare ( diſtjngut- 
thing either pole) which pull unto them the vigour of 
attraction, being the duller power, to bee convay'd with 
the nimbier ſpirits o reſpea into the nature of the Jron, 
by wbfch that wonderfull mfaſGon of qualities is effected ;

Js not this wꝛought by a Planefary Influence fn the 
reſpective vertue, able to alter its owne pzoperty and na- 
ture with the atfractive power when ſo divided, and fo 
qufcken it :o its pꝛoper effect by a necesũt in either Pole 
to exact its tribute: and doth not the Pole rafſed partici⸗ 
pate the greateſt x oztfon of the Kone by reaſon the earths 
condenſe body fnterpoſingthe one, and the ofhcr by its pzort- 
mity and being without any ſach interpoſitton, made 
moe lively, and doth not the attrau ide power alſo where 
the refpective is weakened, fatle in cquall p;opaztfon 
with the reſpective 2 ACuredlp pes; now can theſe be cal- 
led ſteadp, oz are they not by influence there planted, 
Theſe by experfence made manifeſt ; wozthily appzoveth 
the concluffon of the third Chapter. 

Po2eover to adde the Sfnewes of another reaſon to the 
fozmer , fince the attratine ſo abſolnfely (as it appea⸗ 
reth to me depends upon the ſptrit of reſpect, and that 
alſo the Xquator neceſſarily is from the diviſion, certainetp 
wee will conſent, there muſt be a body lelt to entertaine 
theſe diſtine verfnes, viz. The vertues attractive and re. 
ſoective of either Pole, with the A:quator, Lecauſe they 
wo2zke in and by that bodp, oz elſe if any vertue bee wan. 
ting, oz the body (being not of capacitp to rect ive them) 
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deny their ſociety, fince their number, and unity is ſo abſo⸗ 
lutely neceflarp,we cannot but allow a notable depzivatten 
oftheir vertues, if not anntterruine,and wbhagfubffance can 
there be in the Magnetes, foz ſuch receivings of qualities 
ſo titurated - even as the fincft Flower if we will accoz- 
ding to Art confect an Emplaſter.

that vertue, in which ſudden change and ſabtfil paſſage,

which be unp;zofitably reckons up, to put nerves unto the 
feebleneſſeof his Argument: J hope he will conſider by 
what power in the Pagneſes all theſe miracles are per- 
fected, no other fozfootbbut by the power attractive fimply, 
which defireth a kind ot aliment from the nature of Iron 
is ta the needle, | 
Further be muſt agree that the reſpedive faculty cannot 
be infuſed but by touch, ( as he doth not confeſſe {a his 
Tale, but experience in ſome ſozt being above his autho⸗ 
ritp, and allhis numbzed witneſſes that have purchaſed their 
ſeeming reaſons, out of the labprinths and diſquist of their 
owne fancy and bꝛaine ſicke Opinton, with the ſuffrage 
and allowance ofthe multitude, that are eaſtly ſeduced hy $ 
common repoꝛt, e allow conſent of mens deſervingsin ſuch 
miſteries without appzoving) confirmes this affirma- 
tive, by which touch both the attractive and reſpective vt · 
gours are given fo the Jronmoze effecually,and that this 
motion on the bzim and viſage of the water is done 
thꝛough the qualities of the Load cone fn whoſe ſpheare

and cirtulaàr extent the needle is, letted by no interception; 
foz it you touch the needle thereby ende wing it, it will as

quantity, that can embzace it, by reaſsn of its aboun» 
dance acuall coldnefle and mopſtening, although it bee 
a ready matertall to bee converted ints flame, pet not 
in that fozine, Gums although they have the vertue of 
attraction, pet fince they labour not with that ſptrit 
and pe wer the Pagnetes doth, they cannot bee ſaid to

The Þiffoztes he hath numbꝛed 
t related, of manp that have lived without ſome pzfncipall 
part, in ſome meaſure ſuppozting the thzone of life, J can- 
not altogether ſo fit to my beleefe ag to conc)ude them 
wozth repetitton, pet ofthis anon. What he mentiong to 
bappen by Diſeaſe carrfeth ſome ſhew of posũbility: In 
my knowledge, a man ſuffering under lues vencres had 
Os frontis, by the cruelty of the Diſeaſe perfozated like a 
ſpange ; out of which iſſued abundance of malignant quit- 
ture, by fits ejected, ag the Arteries upon his bzeatbing 
were fill'd with aire. | 
After his Deteaſe his Cranfum being diſſected, it was 
manffeft that the bzatne was notably conſumed, and total- 
Ip infected ; alſo aGre:ke woman dwelling in Scio, of the 
age of twenty fire yeares, having foz thirty moneths ex- 
peckozated a rotten fnKing puralent matter, after her 
deceaſe her Thoꝛax being open d, ber Lungs were almoſt 
waffev ter Liver d2yed up: fo2 aſfuredly from the Liver 
that quantity (even to admiration ) of matter is vio⸗ 


lently 
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lentlp pull'd into the cozrupted capacities of the Lungs 
and ſo ejected, by which it commeth to paſſe the body doth 
fo ſuddenly extenuate : foz it map be pzeſumed, the Arte⸗

is ever without remedy : this to many happens.

J an- 
ſwer, they are gotten from thetr like, next the airs in 
which man bzeaths, requfres heate and moyſture as the 
Liver is poffeff of, which the earth and waters hola not 
inan agreeable mixture: ert, Creatures ot bafe bicth,as 
Flyes, Paggots, Spiders, qc. as they are rats dtrom a 
cozrupt matter, fo thep end, and have neceslity of na 
part, and indeed that Women have lived without a 
wombe earpeth fome ſhape of tr th, and cannot want a 
reaſon, ſince it onely ſerves foz conception, being the ſeat, 
and fs the utmoſt Gate of the naturalt purgings, ſome nes 
ver have them bp a hot and dzp infemperature af the Lf- 
ver by whfch they are tonſumed, tod aut of the ſuper dui- 
ties of the Liver they are begotten, and hy their naturall 
moyſfare, ec. many are barren, and feeme to hade nauſe 
of ft , fo} an eye, care, 02 other the like member, ma;

Chirurgtons of thoſe two free Panſon-places faz the 
pooze and mafmed ; whoſe knowlenge and care mee te in 
one Center, and are cquall, both great, and each one the 
cauſe of the other, and inſeparably unffed. 

., Fuartbermoze;whereas he faith the pasſtons of this Poſt- 
tion of Anger oz Feare in ſuperfictall wounds could alto⸗ 
gerher be the cauſe of ſuch deplezable conclaſiong, J can⸗ 
not appꝛove his teſtimony, certatnely the vittouſneſle of 
humours flowing to wounded members (often fimes the

rageth them, ſince it cannot live but with ignozance, its 
inſeparable companion. Others bp netesſitp are enfozce 
to fuch Hyperboles ol themſelbes, that a meane capacity 
map judge there fs no truth in them: but othersth2ough a 
charitable inclinatfon without anp other reſpec, either of 
fame, oꝛ reward are invited, to ſuch happp collections,;eben 
fo the good, and reliefe of many.

Thus the man left in this miſery, onely covering: the 
wound with ſame clouts, and bandaging it about foz ſome 
peares lived. This man While the wound was greene, 
dad hee had all things adminiſtred accozding unto Art, 
A ſuppoſe the wound might have beene united and aggly- 
tin'd: becauſe bee lived alter that a long While fozſaken 
and neglected by the Phyſitfan , foz the wound wag not 
in any thin part of the Uentrit le, but in the thicker and · 


moꝛe fle ſhy part, as is the conſtitution ofthe upper Oi 
fice thereof.

Hee unbattoning himſelle, wes ſaw 2 place bunch- 
ing fozth, which after wee very heedfully handled, wee 
found that the point of the Knife ſomewhat moze blun- 
ted in the bottome of the ſto nacke tending to the left 
ave , but the halt turned towards the backe.

Of the continuall Apoſttumation of the thin Gut, and 
Stomacke, ſending forth the Chylc. 


Moſt Noble Sir, . 


A Patrone, here this peare one thouſand ũ xe hund zed 
thirty eight, of the age of fifty peares was much 
froubled beneath about the Navill with an Apoſthume, 
which by reaſon of many cauſes came at laſt to be a Fiffu- 
lous Ulcer, whereunto the hamours from all about the 
bodp flowed : And the pzeſenfly complatned of a paine in 
the left Hypocondrium , where alſo a tumoz o2 ſwelling 
did appears, which of its owne accozd bzoke and cloſed up 
againe , a parulent matter by a ſinuous wap creeping 
even to the Ozifice ofthe Fiſtula next the navtil, and (ts 
ing fozth thereat. By and by after there followed a Chp- 
lous matter of the meate ſhe had eaten: and this wos an 
evident ſigne that the inte ſtine there refident was conſu- 
med, Foz ten dates together of whatſoever ſhe did eate 
oz dzinke, two o2 thꝛee houres after there iſſued thereat a 
kind of Chple, to the great terrour of the Patient and 
ſtanders by. The things pꝛemtled that were to be pꝛemi⸗ 
ſed, J pꝛeſcribed her a potion of wound hearbes, and ad vt · 
ſed that thꝛice a day ſhe ſhould take ſomewhat of this Bal- 
lame.

to bee perfozated, J adviſed him of the danger; which 
bee making, a flight account off, applyed himſelfe to his 
labour, which calling him thence, he requeffed mee to 
gide him ſome of the Balſame J adminiftred to him, 
that hee might finiſh the Cure in dtsabſence from me, 
to which A conſented, and in thzee weekes after hee re⸗ 
turned in perfect health, the Pedicine was framed of 
theſe following ingredients: viz.

Pap not alſo the Cure of R. P. bee here agen repea⸗ 
ted, ſince hee fo hap; fly was recovered, to the glozy of 
God and lived about a peare anda halfe after, till be perfſhf 
under the burthen ok a ſozrowfull Captivity , wherein 3 
did partake with many other, where aiſo erptred.
